Enclosed  are  your  copies  of  the  Auditor's  Report  Form  MS-60  and  the  Audit 
Statement  for  the  Town  Report  for  the  year  ending  31   December  1989. 

The  Town's  financial  and  related  records  are  in  excellent  condition  and  no 
significant  discrepancies  were  noted.  The  following  items,  however,  are 
submitted  for  your  consideration! 

As  reported  previously,  a  formal  Purchase  Order  System  was  not  in 
effect,  but  one  is  scheduled  to  take  effect  on  1  January  1990.  The 
system  will  be  reviewed  and  evaluated  during  the  next  audit. 

Payroll  slips  for  the  Administrative  Assistant,  Town  Clerk/Tax  Col- 
lector, Building  Inspector  and  Clerical  Personnel  are  not  approved  by 
a  supervisor.  Control  is  exercised  by  the  Selectmen  through  quarterly 
reviews  of  expenditure  trends.  Additionally,  the  Selectmen  should 
periodically  review  individual  payroll  slips  and,  if  there  are  any 
questions  about  hours  worked,  ask  the  appropriate  supervisor  for 
approval . 

Payrolls  for  the  Fire  Department  are  approved  by  initials  only  and 
some  members  are  approving  their  own  time  slips.  A  cover  sheet 
approving  the  payroll/time  slips  should  be  signed  by  a  supervisor 
who  has  knowledge  of  the  facts. 

The  Town's  copy  of  the  quitclaim  deed  to  the  Hutchinson  property  is 
not  signed  or  dated.  Terms  of  the  sale  stated  that  the  warranty  deed 
is  to  be  held  in  escrow.  Town  records  do  not  indicate  designation  or 
location  of  the  escrow.  The  Town  should  obtain  a  signed  and  dated 
copy  of  the  deed  and  the  location  of  the  escrow  should  be  recorded 
in  Town  records. 

The  Town  contracted  to  have  a  Technical  Assistance  (TA)  Study  (Energy 
Audit)  performed  for  the  Town  Office  building,  Library  and  Fire  House. 
While  previous  information  on  a  TA  study  program  indicated  that  leased 
buildings  were  eligible  structures  and  the  Town's  application  for  funds 
clearly  stated  that  the  Fire  House  was  not  owned  by  the  Town,  the  con- 
tract which  was  signed  states  that  the  buildings  must  be  owned  by  the 
municipality.  The  Town  entered  into  a  lease  on  2  August  I989  with  the 
Brentwood  Firemen's  Association  to  lease  the  first  floor (basement)  of 
the  Brentwood  Firemen's  Association's  building  for  a  period  of  ten 
(10)  years  and  one  (l)  day.  This  item  is  reported  for  information  pur- 
poses in  the  event  a  question  is  raised  in  the  future  about  the  inclu- 
sion of  a  leased  building  in  the  contract.
